Neveral Burmnn Wonders,

The followling deseriptions are extracted from
the journal of Rev, A, T.
the Missionary Magasine:

Opposite the great Mingoon pigoda 18 a bean-
tiful piece of wooded land, covered with mango
and other trees, called Nou-tdin-K won, the roynl
Palace island. Here it s sald the great Bodau
King bullt o gplendid palace, whore ho spent a
part of his

Rose, as published in

time, while the great Mingoon
pagodn was belng erected.  As we hugeed ¢lose
In to the ehore, we found the i"lTl‘l.'.lll Very
Bwift, and al ome place thore was n fall
of abouwt two fest over a reel of rocks, as
I supposed, extending some distance into
the river, I was  informed, however,
that this reef was the remalns of an old

pier, that supported a royal wharf of solld ma-
sonry that led down by regular eteps to the
waler, even ob low swvater mark. The steps lead
Ing up the high bank wore rooled in the eradu-

ated Bl le: ut the top of Lthe steps wns o -
cions open bullding, of briek foundation, cov
ered with the inevitable graduated roof, termi-
nating in a Pyot crowned with the Tee, all

supported by massive teak pillars, heavily gilded.
The whole work was guarded by two immense
grifling, corresponding with those directly oppo-
gite, the west bank the river, near the
_\Hn','nt-r 11:'»1,'lu|:1. .“l'll re now H\'iﬂg “‘Ill] -
member this fine work, and who belonged 1o the
“royal loung” that need to convey the former
King to and from this pleasunt retrent; but the
little Himalayan drops, the fingers of time and
the fogers

on of

of men, have combined to leave noth-

ing but the dobriz of the monuments of Kingly
pride and power that once graced this beautiful
spot. Mingoon Puysh, howeyer, remalns u

huge awd pitiable absurditv—a refleetion upon
the head and heart of 18 roval founder, accord-
ing to our notions. but & monument of noble de-
glen, plous devotion, and magnanimity of goul,
viewed from the Burmese stand-point. This
pagoda was commenced about 1780.5, by the
great-grandfather of the present king, and the
work continudid abont twenty years, when it was
stopped, with the strueture only half completed.
Had it been finished, it wounld have been nearly
SO0 fect high, with & square base of nearly 250
feet, It is now, as it stands, less than 200 feet
high. It was terribly rent, and - very large frag-
ments thrown down, by the great enrthguake
thirty years ago. Probubly nowhere in all Asin
is there to be found such an immense pile of
pold brick and mortar, The bricks and ma-
gonry, It would appear from the fragmonts
thrown down, were of excollent quality.

Mr. Rose then gives the following extract from
a work by Cuaptain Yuole:-

“North of the temple (described above), on
a low, circular terrace, stands the bigeest bell in
Burmah, the biggest in the world, probably,
Russin apart. It Is slung on a triple bean of
greal size, ensed and hooped with metal: this
beam resting on two piers of brick work, in-
closing massgive frames of teak. The bell does
not now swing free. The supports were g0 much
ghaken by the carthyuake, that it was found
necessary to put props under the bell, consisting
of blocks of wood carved into grolesque figures,
Of course, no tone can now be got out of it. But
at any time it most have required a battering-
ram toelicitits musie. Small ingots of sliver (nnd
some say pleces of gold) may still be traced, un-
melted, in the mass, and from the inside one
gees the curlous way in which the makers tried
to strengthen the puarts which suspend it, by
dropping into the upper part of the mould iron
chains, round which the metal was run. Iits
principal dimensions are as follows:—External
dinmeter at the lip, 16 feet 8 inches. Internal
dinmeter, 4 feet 8 Inchea above the lip, 10
feet.  Interior height, 11 feet 6 inches. Exte-
rlor height, 12 feet, Interior diameter at the
top. 8 feet 6 inchies, The thickness of the metal
varies from six inches to (welve, and the nctnal
welght of the whole mass s, by a rongh caleula-
tion, nbout elghty tons, According to Rev. Dr.
Howard Maleom, whose authority is probably
Col. Burney, the weight 18 stated in the Koyal
Chrondele at 55,500 viss, or about ninety tons,”

Mr. Rose adds;—**1 woulil only remark that
if we take the lower estimate, that of Major
Yule, of the welght of the Mingoon bell, which
is eighty tonsg, we make it 179,200 pounds, which
is 67,200 pounds heavier than the great bell at
Peking. If we take the estimate of Rev. Howard
Maleom, D, D., Colopel Burney, and the Bur-
mese Chroniele, and eall it ninety tons, we have
201,600 pounds, or 55,000 pounds more than the
great bell of Peking, It would seem from the
above statement that Brother Knowlton will
have to come to Burmah to see the largesi Lell
out of Russin,”
